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The project was approved by the 
board: of directors. of National Steel 
Corp., the parent company, at its Nov. 1 
meeting, according to Ben Johannpeter, 
GC Steel spokesman. He said no formal 
announcement of the expansion had 
been made and that details are still 
being worked out. 

““We’re not talking about spending $20 
or -$30,’’ Johannpeter~ said. ‘We're 
talking really big money. This is 
undoubtedly the largest construction 





project in the area. a 

“I think this exhibits a strong com- 
mitment by National Steel to the fui 
of its operations here. We rebuilt one 
blast furnace last year and are rebuild- 
ing another one now, 

“‘Now — committing to $130 mil- 
lion — I think that’s a pretty definitive 
statement.”” . 

Continuous casting starts directly with 
molten steel that is poured into a con- 
tinuous slab. The caster automatically 


cuts the slabs to length and they are 
then taken to the 80-inch line to begin 
hot roll finishing. 

Under the older method, the molten 
steel is cast into ingots that are 
reheated and formed into slabs at a lat- 
er date. 

The ingot line will continue to operate 
until the new continuous casting line is 
fully operational, Johannpeter-said.

VIENNA (ILL.) — Free after nearly sev- 

en years of alleged wrongful imprisonment 
“lfor the “June"1981 armed robbery of a local 

liquor store, Ricky Tellor departed the Vien- 
‘na Correctional Center at 11:35 a.m. Friday. 

* fellor, 35, formerly of Madison, was freed 

‘on the basis of a statement made by a for- 
ymer girlfriend. After years of silence, Linda 
~«Miller-of Fairmont City made a sworn state- 


ment saying she and Tellor had been in the 
Long Branch Tavern in Granite City on June 
12, 1981, when a man wearing a ski mask 
used a gun to rob the J & J Liquor Store, 
3112 Maryville Road. 


The robber held a gun to the head of a 
14-year-old girl to. coerce the clerk, the girl’s 
mother, to hand-over the contents of 
cash register. 


Tellor, who already hada lengthy arrest 
record-and several convictions, had repeat-

edly insisted on his innocence. The jury in 
the case chose to believe the clerk’s identifi- 
cation of Tellor and not several defense wit- 
nesses whose testimony placed Tellor else- 
where at the time of the robbery, said a 
former assistant prosecutor. 


Tellor was sentenced in January 1982 to 20 
years. He was ordered freed Monday b: 
Chief Third Circuit Criminal Judge Philip y. 
Rarick, who presided over the original trial

Port district discusses 
possible land transfer

Members of the board of the 
Tri-City Regional Port District 
have met to discuss refinancing 
of a Department .of Commerce 
and Community Affairs loan, 
and the possibie transfer of a 
portion of Foreign Trade Zone 
land to the local ‘yy depot, the 
Charles Melvin Price Support 
Center.

~~ WASHINGTON — ‘Illinois 
Spews 55 million metric tons of 
carbon emissions into: the atmo- 
sphere annually, contributing 
pemrcenty. to what scientists 
lieve is a global warming 
trend that could bring about 
severe ecological damage.

The group’s 
report was released last week. 
Texas releases the largest 
amount into the air, an estimat- 
ed_ 155 gnillion metic tons a 
year, while Vermont is the 
smallest volume, 1.3 million-met- 
ric tons, according to the report. 
Carbon emissions, created 
Ly. the 1 of coal, 
oil and wood, are one of the 
major pollutants floating into the 
Earth’s upper atmos; : 


Scientists believe ‘such pollu- 
tion helps to trap the sun’s heat, 
causing a ‘* jouse-—effect,’” 
which could raise the Earth’s 
temperature by as much as 9 
degrees Fahrenheit by the year 
2050. a 


If such a warming phenome- 
non were to occur, ie group 
said, it would spark dramatic 
weather changes, deplete water 
resources and disrupt farming 
patterns.

A mandatory screening of the 
Army’s Individual Ready 
Reserve (IRR) is being conduct- 
ed nationwide by the Army as 
part of an overall effort to 
improve the readiness of the 
Army Reserve. 

To date, 172,204 Reservists 
have been screened, resulting in 
more than 215,000 changes to the 
Army Reserve personne! data 
base. Of those Reservists 
screened, nearly 11,000 decided 
either to become more active in 
the Reserve or to join the Active 
Army. 

Authorized by Congress, the 
screening is being conducted 
throughout the year at 2,000 
Army recruiting stations, helping 
the Army assess the level o:

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Growth potential in that vicini- 
ty, situated on the west side of 
new Interstate 255 and north of 
Arlington Heights, appears 
excellent, it was noted.

y have the utilities and the 
lighting they need. There’s no 
facilities, no services,”” Rea said. 

“It’s a political reality,” Madi- 
son said. “When you get people 
living there, they’ll come to a 
meeting asking us to help them 
get a road or whatever and the 
Village will react to it.”” 

Rea agreed. ‘When those peo- 
ple get out there they are going 
to be coming here looking to you 
to get them what is needed.” 

Voting for annexation were 
Trustees Bob Abel, Carl Hack- 
ney, Bob Vincent and Louis 
Whitsell. Rea and Madison voted 
against it. 


DCFS seeking foster parents’ 


GRANITE CITY — The Illi- 
nois De; ent of Children and 
Family Services (DCFS) is seek- 
ing help from area families who 
are willing to provide care to 
foster children of all ages. 

These are youngsters whose 
biological parents, for many rea- 
sons, are unable to care for 
them. Some children may have 
‘been abandoned, and others 
neglected or abused. 

Until their problems are 
resolved, they need foster care; 
they need foster parents who 
will give them the advantage of 
a warm and secure home envi- 
ronment, a spokesman said. 

Currently, there is need for 
additional homes for teen-agers 
as well as sibling groups. Fol- 
lowing is a profile of one of 
those in need of foster care: 

Greg is good looking, tall and 
athletic. 

The 17-year-old has not been 


able to live with his biological 
family since early 1985. 

In the ensuing years, he has 
been in and out of several differ- 
ent placements. 

None of them could offer Greg 
what he needed most — a sense 
of security. 

The boy has learned a lot liv- 
ing with other boys who have 
similar problems. 

Now he needs a chance to put 
his knowledge to work with a 
foster family that can offer him 
guidance and love. 

He is accustomed to having 
male authority. He needs a 
strong woman figure in his fos- 
ter family, as he has trouble 
celating to the op; ite sex. 
Most of his childhi ‘was spent 
in the care of his father; his 
Parents divorced when he was 
very young. bal 

Greg needs to be constantly 
encouraged to work up to his 


capabilities. His low self-esteem 
makes him feel that he’s unable 
to live up to anyone’s expecta- 
tions. Because of this, he some- 
times lacks motivation. a 

He is looking forward to get- 
ting his high school diploma. 
Even though he’s nearing adult- 
hood, Greg still needs a home 
base — somewhere he can turn 
to for encouragement, reassur- 
ance and praise and to show him 
that he can do a good job and 
assume responsibilities.
